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Selling the Birthright 


eo By Billy Myers, Evangelist 


The letter to the Hebrews is a pres- 
entation of the eternal danger of 
“failing of the grace of God.” Certain 
Judaizers were incessantly persuading 
the Hebrew Christians to relapse into 
Judaism. Judaism is that doctrine of 
the Jews that holds that Christ is a 
false Messiah, an impostor, that 
stepped in between them and the real 
Messiah that is to come. So, for these 


oe Christians to renounce Christ, 


fter having tasted of the reality of 
His grace, and to deliberately say with 
these Judaizers that Christ was false, 
would be as one who “tramples under 
foot the blood of the covenant where- 
with he was sanctified.” Chapter 10:29. 
This would be as one who sells his 
birthright, as profane Esau: and 
might endanger them of sinning away 
their day of grace; so he warns them 
in the sixth chapter. Those who per- 
sist in sin do sell their birthright, and 
there is at length a dead-line in the 
mercy of God; if not in this world, 
there will be a dead-line in the world 
to come. 

The words “impossible to renew” in 
the sixth chapter could refer to no 
other sin but the unpardonable, for 
that is the only sin that will put man 
in such a position that it is impossible 
to renew his experience. However, 
every one that falls away does not re- 
nounce Christ as an impostor and a 
false messiah as these Hebrews were 
about to do. In fact, very few believers 
fall away with such a sin as these He- 
brews were tempted to commit. Not- 
withstanding, there is a great danger 
for every one that departs from God 

unbelief. 

I find in the book of Hebrews several 
distinct warnings of the danger of fail- 
ing the grace of God. Tonight I want 
to read these as they appear in the 
Bible, but before we read I want you 
to look at the text again, “Lest any 
man fail of the grace of God.” Notice, 
it’s the man that fails the grace of 
God, and not grace that fails man. 
The grace of God is sufficient in its 
part, but there are some men that are 
not sufficient in their part. We have a 
part in religion and if we fail our part 
we will go to hell. I want to read these 
scriptures as they appear in the Bible, 
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In the light of the great danger of 
failing the grace of God, the apostle 
forcefully warns the Hebrews, and 
then he backs the warning with a 
fearful example, Esau, who sold his 
birthright for one morsel of meat. 

I want you to observe what a great 
and valuable thing Esau sold for such

+ as profane Esau, who for one morsel of meat sold his 


birthright. For you know that afterward, when he would have 


inherited the blessing, he was rejected: for he found no place 


of repentance, though he sought it carefully with tears,” He- 


brews 12:15-17. 


giving you reference by chapter and 
verse. 

(1). Chapter 2:1: “Therefore we 
ought to give the more earnest heed 
to the things which we have heard, 
lest at any time we should let them 
slip.” The margin reads, “Run out as 
a leaking vessel.” 

(2). Chapter 3:12: “Take heed, 
brethren (not sinners), lest there be 
in any of you an evil heart of unbe- 
lief in departing from the living God.” 
I want you to notice that the warning 
here is not to the world, but to breth- 
ren, ANY of the brethren; the best of 
them should take heed. 

(3). Chapter 3:13: “Lest ANY of 
you be hardened through the deceit- 
fulness of sin.” 

(4). Chapter 3:19 and 4:1: “So we 
see that they could not enter in be- 
cause of unbelief. Let us _ therefore 
fear, lest, a promise being left us of 
entering into his rest, any of you 
should seem to come short of it. 

(5) Chapter 4:9-11: “There re- 
maineth therefore a rest to the people 
of God (a heavenly rest). For he that 
is entered into his rest, he also hath 
ceased from his own works, as God did 
from his. Let us labor therefore to en- 
ter into that rest, lest any man fall 
after the same example of unbelief” 
(as did the Israelites, who, after being 
delivered from Egypt, failed to reach 
the promised land. They could not 
reach Canaan because of unbelief) , an 
example of those who after being de- 
livered from the bonds of sin relapse 
into sin in unbelief and fail to reach 
the heavenly rest. The warning reads: 
“Lest any man fail of the grace of 
God,” and if you look at that word 
“fail” in the margin you will find it to 
read, in the original, “Lest any man 
‘fall from’ the grace of God.” 


a paltry sum. He sold his birthright 
for one dish of red bean soup, the 
price of one meal. When he sold his 
birthright, he did, in effect, sell his 
soul, for the birthright and its attend- 
ing privileges answer to the new birth 
and its blessings. “What shall it profit 
amanif he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul?” The 
price of the whole world in compari- 
son with the value of your soul is as 
one dish of soup, as one mess of pot- 
tage. Let us fear. 

Ihave in mind several thoughts 
concerning Esau’s sin. 

1. What this birthright was. 

2. What it signifies, or teaches us. 

3. Why he sold it so cheaply. 

4. How he afterward tried to re- 
pent and could not..: 

WHAT THIS BIRTHRIGHT WAS 

By virtue of his birth, being the 
first-born, he had the right of being 
prophet, priest, and king in his family. 
Moreover, it entitled him to a double 
portion of his father’s estate. This 
means that Esau had the right of re- 
ceiving at his father’s death just twice 
as much as Jacob. 

WHAT THIS TEACHES US 
IN RELIGION 

The birthright, which had to do 
with temporal things, was typical of 
the new birth, its benefits and privi- 
leges. The reserved right of being 
prophet, priest, and king in his fath- 
er’s family, reminds us of certain 
privileges which we look forward to in 
the kingdom of God: “And hath made 
us unto our God kings and priests: 
and we shall reign on the earth.” Rev. 
5:10. And there is the double portion 
of the estate which reminds us of the 
blessing of eternal life, which is doubly 
more than we deserve. I want you to

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Eternal Punishment

St. John 5:28,29, “Marvel not at 
this: for the hour is coming, in the 
which all that are in the graves shall 
hear his voice, and shall come forth; 
they that have done good unto the 
resurrection of life: and they that have 


on” evil unto the resurrection of 


damnation.” 


Some ministers today seem to hesi- 
tate a little when they come to the 
subject of eternal punishment for the 
wicked, sometimes called hell, eternal 
fire, eternal punishment, or the lake 
that burneth with fire and brimstone. 
I, as a follower of Christ, have learned 
by experience that a Christian that 
will dare talk along these lines, or a 
minister that will preach a hell-fire 
sermon is not very popular with the 
world, especially the world of today 
that is full of sin, unbelief, and for- 
mality, but should we be slow to teach 
and stand for God’s truth? Can God’s 
people compromise with an unbeliev- 
ing world? I say, No, a thousand times 
No. God forbid that we should yield to 
the devil in the least. Did not the 
great apostle Paul tell Timothy to 
preach the word? Is not this subject 
found in the Word of God? Did not 
the writer say in the 9th Psalm, “The 
wicked shall be turned into hell, and 
all nations that forget God”? 

There are people today that will 
stand in places of worship, in the holy 


eo. behind the sacred desk of God, 


ad 


nd declare, “there is no eternal pun- 
ishment.” But I declare unto you, 
precious soul, upon the authority of 
God’s Holy Word, there is a hell just 
as sure as there is a heaven—a hell 
to shun and a heaven to gain. Let God 
be the truth and every man a liar, 
saith the Word. 

Let us turn now to God’s Word and 
let Him speak to us through the 
written Word. Look at Daniel 12:2, 
“And many of them that sleep in the 
dust of the earth shall awake, some to 
everlasting life and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt.” My friend, 
the word “everlasting” means some- 
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thing that has no ending. Now what 
could be worse punishment than to 
live throughout the ceaseless ages of 
eternity in shame and everlasting 
contempt? I would rather have eternal 
life, would not you? Praise God for 
the gift of life. Someone might say, 
“Brother, that scripture that you just 
quoted is in the Old Testament and 
might well be for the children of 
Israel only, the Jewish race.” 


Well, let us now go to the New Test- 
ament and consider the words of our 
blessed Lord in the 18th chapter of 
Matthew, and the 8th verse. “Where- 
fore, if thy hand or thy foot offend 
thee, cut them off, and cast them 
from thee: It is better for thee to 
enter into life halt or maimed, rather 
than having two hands or two feet 
to be cast into everlasting fire.” Open 
your Bible and read on through the 
9th verse of the same chapter. Then 
turn with me to the 25th chapter of 
the same book, and the 46th verse, 
“And these shall go away into ever- 
lasting punishment: but the righteous 
unto life eternal.” Who went away 
into everlasting punishment? Only 
those that failed to do the will of God. 


Thus saith the Lord, 2 Tim. 3:16, “All 
scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for in- 
struction in righteousness.” Shall we 
believe the Bible or the doctrine of 
men? 2 Peter 1:21, “For the prophecy 
came not in old time by the will of 
man: but holy men of God spake as 
they were moved by the Holy Ghost.” 
JESUS told the people one time to 
“Repent ye and believe the gospel,” 
Mark 1:15. Precious friend, when He 
said “the gospel” I believe He meant all 
the book rightly divided; not just a 
verse here and cast the rest aside, but 
accept it all from the beginning of 
Genesis to the end of Revelation. In 
other words, eat the book, like John 
the divine did. Rev. 10:9, “That it may 
be in thy beliy bitter but in thy mouth 
Sweet as honey.” Hallelujah! I feel 
just like the precious old saint when 
asked if she believed that the whale 
swallowed Jonah. She replied by say- 
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ing, “Yes, and if the Bible had said 
that Jonah swallowed the whale, I 
would have believed that too.” Friend, 
let us believe the Bible. 

Jesus said in Luke 16:19, “There was 
a certain rich man.” V. 20, “There was 
a certain beggar named Lazarus.” 
Read the 16th chapter of Luke and 
you will see for yourself that Jesus 
said there was a rich man and also a 
beggar, not might have been, or could 
have been, but there WAS. We can say 
that one was a sinner and the other a 
Christian. They both died. Where did 
they go? The beggar died and was 
carried by angels to Abraham’s bosom. 
The rich man died and was buried. 
Let the Word speak for itself. V. 23, 
“And in hell he lifted up his eyes, be- 
ing in torment, and seeth Abraham 
afar off, and Lazarus in his bosom.” 
Read how he cried for MERCY but 
TOO LATE. 


In closing, let us go to the 14th 
chapter of Revelation, 10th and 11th 
verses, “The same shall drink of the 
wine of the wrath of God, which is 
poured out without mixture into the 
cup of his indignation; and he shall 
be tormented with fire and brimstone 
in the presence of the holy angels, 
and in the presence of the Lamb. And 
the smoke of their torment ascendeth 
up forever and ever: and they have 
no rest day nor night, who worship 
the beast and his image, and whoso- 
ever receiveth the mark of his name.” 
Surely, friend, if youw have studied 
your Bible you can easily see that this 
means everyone that has not his 
name written in the LAMB’S BOOK 
OF LIFE at that time. Listen, precious 
soul, God loves you and His people 
love you; why not surrender to Christ 
and accept and teach His word? 


Please turn to Rev. 22:18, 19, “If any 
man shall add unto these things, God 
shall add unto him the plagues writ- 
ten in this book: and if any man 
shall take away from the words of the 
book of this prophecy, God shall take 
away his part out of the book of life, 
and out of the holy city, and from the 
things which are written in this book.”

VISIONS 


OR SOME TIME I have felt im- 
pressed to write on this subject, 
though much has been said 
through criticism about visions, 
and some critics have tried to 

reprove those that live true enough to 
God to get a vision. First, it would be 
well for all of us to remember that 
where the Bible reproves visions was 
where false prophets saw false visions. 
Naturally, that would be true. Anyone 
would reprove a vision that would not 
tally with the Word of God, but any 
holy man of God could well be led by 
God through visions to his field of 
labor as the disciples before us were. 

Joel 2:28, “And it shall come to pass 
afterward, that I will pour out my 
spirit upon all flesh; and your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy, 
your old men shall dream dreams, your 
young men shall see visions.” This be- 
gan to be fulfilled at Pentecost when 
the Spirit was poured out upon them 
and they received the Holy Ghost, and 
in this day when we too are enjoying 
an outpouring of the Spirit. Some dis- 
ciples in this day are seeing visions 
like they did after Pentecost. Paul was 
a great disciple and many of us would 
do well to pattern after him. On one 
occasion he told his disciples to follow 
him while he followed Christ. Many 
times he was directed by God to his 
field of labor through visions. One 
time Paul had a list of places he 
wanted to go to preach, but they were 
not the places God needed him most, 
and while on his journey to one place 
he saw a vision in the night that set 
him right. Thank God for visions. 

Acts 16:9, “And a vision appeared to 
Paul in the night; There stood a man 
of Macedonia, and prayed him, saying, 
Come over into Macedonia, and help 
us.” Paul believed in visions and did 
not let Satan tell him he was seeing 
things, or that there was not any- 
thing to his vision, but Paul was living 
close enough to God to know God’s 
voice. 

St. John 10:27, “My sheep hear my 
voice, and I know them, and they fol- 
low me.” God knows us; He knows 
whether or not we are willing to fol- 
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low Him. If we were more willing to 
follow God, instead of wanting God to 
follow us, we would be led by visions 
more to the perfect will of God, and 
where He needs us most, for where 
there is no vision the people perish. 
Many souls are perishing today be- 
cause the leaders won’t follow. Paul 
followed the vision and went to Mace- 
donia and it was at this place that 
Paul and Silas were put into prison. 
While they were in jail, they did not 
let the devil discourage them about 
their vision, but began to pray and 
sing praises to God for the holy 
guidance. While they sang and prayed, 
the power of God shook that old jail 
door open and a revival broke out. 
They did not have to preach for weeks 
to convert the people, but they fell at 
the apostles’ feet and said, ‘What 
must we do to be saved?” 


Another time, God led the prayer 
warriors together to start a revival by 
vision, Acts 10:3-5, where he saw in a 
vision, evidently about the ninth hour 
of the day, an angel of God coming in 
to him; and saying unto him, Corne- 
lius. And when he looked on him, he 
was afraid, and said, “What is it, 
Lord?” And He said unto him, “Thy 
prayers and thine alms are come up 
for a memorial before God. And now 
send men to Joppa, and call for one 
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Simon, whose surname is Peter.” He 
obeyed the vision and sent for Peter, 
and while Cornelius’ servants were on 
their way, Peter, too, saw a vision, a 
very special one. 

I imagine the devil told Peter he was 
so hungry he had a nightmare, but in- 
stead of Peter turning God off as a 
nightmare, he thought on the vision. 
Acts 10:19, “While Peter thought on 
the vision, the Spirit said unto him, 
Behold, three men seek thee.” Peter, 
too, obeyed the vision, which was con- 
trary to anything that Peter himself 
would have done, but God’s ways and 
thoughts are higher than ours, and He 
knows best for us. And where Peter 
followed the Lord to his field of labor, 
results were that the Holy Ghost was 


given to the Gentiles, too, when me 


Jews thought it was only for them. 

If we had more prayer warriors like 
Paul, Peter, and Cornelius, we would 
see more visions, and less people would 
perish, for when people are out of the 
will of God and in the wrong place, be- 
cause they fail to get a vision, don’t 
say they’re not God’s men, but they’re 
just out of the will of God. Jonah was 
God’s servant, but while he was travel- 
ing in the wrong direction all on the 
ship were in danger of death, because 
he was not in the will of God. Many 
times innocent people suffer because’ 
a Jonah is on the ship. If there was 
ever a time that people are perishing 
more than now I don’t know when it 
was, for people are dying in every 
form of death that could be men- 
tioned, both naturally and spiritually. 

I hope and pray that we can live so 
near the Lord we will see more trea- 
sured visions, and when we get old 
then begin dreaming dreams, for 
where there is no vision the people 
perish. 
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I wonder what God thinks as He 
looks down from heaven on this old 
sin-corrupted world. I wonder if He 
thinks it was really worth the trouble, 
all the pain, heartaches, anguish, and, 
finally, the life of His precious Son. 
He did this to save the world from 
sin, and yet the majority won’t have 
Him. 

“For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life.” 
Glory to God! Aren’t you glad He 
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did that? Just think what it woul¢ 
mean if that hadn’t happened. It 
would mean we would be eternally lost 
and damned through no fault of our 
own, and yet some people will be 
lost by choice. 

It is hard to think of anybody in 
his right mind, refusing to enter and 
take up his abode in the wonderful, 
marvelous, and glorious place that 
Jesus has prepared for us, and choos- 
ing that awful place called hell, to 
ever be in darkness with the devil and 
his angels; yet, some are doing that. 

Oh, they would be glad to have

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Quoting the devil here, elucidates to 
us the knowledge and intelligence of 
him with whom we are up against in 
Christ’s stead. The combats between 
Satan and Jesus are recorded in many 
instances in the four Gospels, and in 
every record we find Jesus the con- 
queror. Though there were engage- 
ments of actual marshalled wits and 
fortitude extremely tested between the 
two, when our Savior reached the 
point of argument that would teach 
even us the lesson in truth, in our 
days of tests and proof, He caused 
Satan to stumble away immediately, 
out of His presence in defeat. Jesus 
kept His disciples in the name of the 
Father while on earth, as recorded in 
St. John 17:12. The 6th verse declares, 
too, that He “manifested” the “name 
of God,” meaning that as He spoke in 
the name of the Father, every ordeal 
of confronting Satan was accom- 
plished. Meaning, too, as is recorded 
in that 12th verse, He kept all the 
Father gave Him other than the be- 
trayer, who fulfilled prophecy. 

In the name of the Father, Jesus 
called and kept every true follower. If 
there were any sick or afflicted among 
the disciples of Christ, He healed them 
every whit of whatsoever disease he 
or she may have had.

I can’t. No, brother minister, He

ept them in every sense of the word. 

As Jesus spoke in the name of the 
Father while on this earth, devils 
trembled and were made to fear of 
losing their dwelling place in the 
bodies of men, and did, for devils were 
cast out and commanded of our Lord 
to stay out. Though the intelligence 
of reasoning with Christ, and persist- 
ence, was exploited by the evil spirits, 
Jesus had thus spoken, in the name 
of God. Hence, the devils were on 
their way out. 

Now when Jesus was on His way 
out of earth’s population, He admon- 
ished His disciples and prayed the

Father to make them one, “as thor 
Father, art in me, and I in you, that 
they also may be one in us,” John 17: 
21. And we hear Jesus saying to them 
in John 20:21, “Peace be unto you: 
as my Father hath sent me, even so 
send I you.” And so we find these 
same commanded friends and disciples 
of Christ doing in continuance the 
works of Jesus with equal results, in 
His name (Jesus). As the apostles 
and disciples spoke now in the name 
of Jesus, devils were made to tremble, 
were cast out and put to flight from 
the tormented bodies of men. All 
these great feats recorded in Acts are 
the acts of believing followers of the 
Son of God. 

Now the secret of success in defeat- 
ing Satan with all his demon hold on 
humanity, and his hold on even God’s 
very children, is in “His name” (the 
name of Jesus). But, brother minis- 
ter, there is more than simple sur- 
face speech concerned here, far more 
than just saying the words “in the 
name of Jesus.” Even though it may 
be said or spoken in all sincerity, as 
it has been, and continues to be, 
though without desired results, even 
commanded with all gravity of earn- 
estness, the work of the power of God 
to do is forestalled by the very ex- 
pression itself lacking the wholesome 
quality and sufficiency of equal, mu- 
tual faith of that of Christ. The devil 
connives at our efforts to do “in the 
name of Jesus.” He knows better than 
we when the significance of “in the 
name of Jesus” is poised to launch a 
stroke against him to the extent of 
defeating him on grounds of battle 
unto victory. For instance, take the 
time of Paul, in the 19th chapter of 
Acts, God wrought special miracles 
by the hands of Paul, so from his body 
were brought unto the sick handker- 
chiefs or aprons, and the diseases de- 
parted from them, and the evil spirits 
went out of them. This Paul did “in 
the name of Jesus.” But certain vaga- 
bond Jews took upon them to accom- 
plish these great results. After seeing 
Paul work the work of God, they called 
to one side persons who had evil 


spirits, and directed their commands 
directly to the spirits, saying the same 
thing as did Paul, “We adjure you 
by Jesus (in the name of Jesus) whom 
Paul preacheth, to come out.” But in- 
stead of doing as directed, we hear 
the devils talking back in an obstinate 
tone of derision, saying, “Jesus we 
know, and Paul we know, but who 
are ye?” And the man in whom the 
evil spirits were, leaped on them, and 
overcame them, and prevailed against 
them, so that they fled out of the 
house naked and wounded. Of course, 
these Jews had in mind vainglory and 
merchandise, I presume. Neverthe- 
less, the devils were not in the least 
disturbed by their speaking. The fact 
is, brethren, the devil knows if we, or 
anyone else, are sufficient to do the 
work commanded. In all sincerity to 
our kind efforts to be representatives 
of Christ in the earth to a needy peo- 
ple, we, too, meet with rebuff from 
Satan. I have never had an injury, 
bodily, from Satan, in my experience, 
as did the vagabond Jews, but I’ve 
been left feeling so naked before him 
that I felt shorn of any cloak of suf- 
ficiency of God that I may have had. 

There is one thing certain, on the 
occasions that we needed to accom- 
plish most for God, we can’t boast of 
more than the vagabonds did in re- 
sults, for them which needed our help. 
As did Satan to the vagabonds, he has 
done to us—he prevailed. “Who are 
ye?” he has said to us too many times, 
and now it is time that we do some- 
thing about it, don’t you think? Who 
are ye, brother ministers? We have 
tolerated Satan too long. He acknowl- 
edges the power of Jesus. He knew 
Paul. Paul was one of many who be- 
came “one” with the Father and Son. 
We are privileged to do so, and also 
commanded. Let us believe and obey 
God for His best. How? The ques- 
tion arises in our hearts, for we know 
that our ministers are the best in the 
world. It was through our convictions 
for the truth that we became ministers 
of the Church of God. We have the 
Church, its name, its integrity of 
proper speech and conduct in its pro- 
decure of organic behavior, and over 
all, brethren, we have the Word of 
God in truth; but one thing we lack, 
and that simply is the result which 
the Word teaches can be accomplished 
by obedience of that Word. We quote 
Paul in 2 Cor. 10:4-7, (“For the weap- 
ons of our warfare are not carnal, but 
mighty through God to the pulling 
down of strong holds;) Casting down

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The Apostle Paul was the speaker. 
Some 275 persons were his audience. 
The place was on board a storm-tossed 
ship; the time, near midnight. The 
audience contained desperate, de- 
pressed, discouraged folks. Only the 
speaker was confident, hopeful of res- 
cue. The other 275 expected only 
death, for the ship, it seemed, must 
speedily be dashed to pieces on the 
rocks. The “tempestuous wind” (Acts 
27:14) threw the ship wildly about and 
they were “exceedingly tossed with a 
tempest” (v. 18). Fourteen days and 
nights of this nerve-tearing ex- 
perience was enough to make all of 
them frantic with fear. The marvel of 
it was that any of the 276 souls in the 
ship (v. 37) could be cheerful. Neither 
sun nor stars had shone upon the sea 
for many days (v. 20), which added to 
the frightfulness of the scene. All were 
too frightened and desperate even to 
eat. 

Now comes Paul, one of the prison- 
ers, aboard this ship, and urges them 
to “be of good cheer”! What folly, the 
other 275 thought! This man must 
have taken leave of his senses, they 
decided. “There shall not one of you 
lose his life,” Paul continued, “al- 
though we shall lose the ship.” Now 
they were certain that this prisoner 
was crazy. How could they survive if 
the ship—their only visible hope of 
escape—were lost? 

Probably they jeered the speaker, or 
otherwise expressed their unbelief in 
his statement. He continued speaking. 
“There stood by me this night the 
angel of God, whose I am, and whom 
I serve, saying, Fear not, Paul; thou 
must be brought before Caesar: and, 
lo, God hath given thee all them that 
sail with thee. Wherefore, sirs, be of 
good cheer: for I BELIEVE GOD, that 
it shall be even as it was told me. How- 
beit we must cast upon a certain is- 
land.” 

Paul, the speaker, the one among 
276 persons who was confident, had 
just had converse with Almighty God. 
God had given him a specific promise. 
Paul believed this promise, because he 
BELIEVED GOD. Now he was telling 
the good news to his fear-crazed com- 
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“Sirs, be of good cheer: for I 
believe God, that it shall be 
even as it was told me.”

panions. His message does not seem to 
have impressed them greatly, however. 
Soon some of the sailors planned a 
selfish escape (v. 30) from the doomed 
ship. Paul saw them. He approached 
the centurion, with a warning. “Ex- 
cept these abide in the ship, ye cannot 
be saved,” he said, pointing to the 
treacherous sailors. They cut the ropes 
and allowed their boat to fall off, the 
Word adds ...we do not read of their 
fate, but it can be imagined. 

After a time, morning arrived. All 
were glad for the light for which they 
had been wishing (v. 29). Paul urged 
them to eat food, saying, “This is the 
fourteenth day that ye have tarried 
and continued fasting, taking nothing. 
Wherefore I pray you to take some 
meat: for this is for your health: for 
there shall not an hair fall from the 
head of any of you” (vv. 33, 34). 

Setting the example, Paul then took 
bread (v. 35) and GAVE THANKS TO 
GOD in the presence of them all (v. 
35). Even under those trying, frightful 
circumstances, Paul did not forget to 
give thanks for the food. What a les- 
son for modern-day Christians! How 
easy it is to forget the important 
things of the Christian life, especially 
in times of worry, danger or distress. 
As soon as Paul had given thanks, he 
began to eat. “Then were they all of 
good cheer, and they also took some 
meat” (v. 36). Paul’s example proved 
beneficial. Not only did they strength- 
en their bodies, but their spirits as 
well were cheered. Now they could 
think and plan better. After they had 
eaten enough, they decided to lighten 
the ship. They had a cargo of wheat 
aboard, and this they threw into the 
sea (v. 38). 

“Land! Land!” Probably the glad cry 
broke forth from the watch about 
that time. Some body of land was just 





ahead (v. 39). They sought a harbor 
and discovered a “certain creek” into 
which they determined to sail the 
ship. Probably they thought, “This 
prisoner’s words are partly true. We 
shall be saved. But he said our ship 
would be lost—well, he’s wrong there!” 
But was he? When they tried to steer 
the ship into the creek’s mouth, it ran 
aground; the forepart stuck fast, and 
the rear part was broken off by the 
violence of the waves (v. 41). Wild 
confusion must have occurred. Only 
Paul was calm. The soldiers were re- 
sponsible for the safe delivery of their 
prisoners; if they did not, then they 
might suffer dire punishment. So they 
decided to kill the prisoners, lest any 
escape by swimming to land. However, 
Paul had made a good impression up- e ® 


on the centurion, or commander. He 
wanted to save Paul, so he did not per- 
mit the soldiers to kill their charges. 
“All you who can swim, cast yourselves 
overboard!” he commanded. “Try to 
swim to land.” It was a thrilling mo- 
ment. Some clung to boards, some to 
broken pieces and other things from 
the. ship (v. 44), and some swam. All 
escaped safely to land, as Paul had 
predicted. But the ship itself was lost. 
God does not give false messages; 
Paul, a faithful messenger, had given 
God’s message correctly. 

When Paul uttered those dramatic 
words, “I believe God!” he knew the 
kind of God in whom he had such 
great faith and confidence. He knew 
Him as the God of the Red Sea, the 
God who spoke peace to Lake Galilee, 
the God who changed the water into 
wine, the God who parted the Jordan 
River. Paul knew His power, His love, 
His faithfulness, from past experience 
and study. Paul knew the Scriptures, 
and was aware of the mighty works of 
God in Old Testament times. He knew 
Jesus himself—had met Him face to 
face (Acts 9) during His lifetime. How 
confidently, then, Paul could say, “I 
believe that IT SHALL BE even as i 
was told me” (v. 25). The other 275 of 
his comrades aboard the doomed ship 
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probably did not know much about \)

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Prayer 


i Before we start this discussion on 
prayer, we should ask ourselves the 
question, What is prayer? Well, I 
think that prayer can be said to be a 
communion with God. It is a time 
when our spirits commune. God is a 
spirit and therefore we must worship 
him in spirit. As the cross is a connec- 
ting link between the Old and New 
Testament, so is prayer a connecting 
link between our hearts and God. It is 
a means by which we can bring our 
trials and tribulations to Him. If we 
would only set our problems before 
God, he would show us what to do. 
Our problems may be as mountains, 
but after we bring them to God, they 
become as mere molehills. 

Next, we should ask the question, 

When should we pray? First of all, we 

should set aside a specific time dur- 

ing each day when we can commune 

with God. So many people live such 

rushed lives that they never take time 

out to pray. They forget about God. 

We should spend more time with God, 

asking Him to forgive our sins and to 

give us strength to be better Chris- 

tians. We also should pray before our 

meals. Some people think that to ask 

grace before a meal is old-fashioned. 

But we should be thankful that we 

have food to feed our bodies. We don’t 

know what it is to be hungry. The peo- 

ple of France, Italy, and other war- 

torn countries have been hard hit by 

this war. Wherever and whenever the 
Germans retreated before the Allied 

offenses, they either destroyed or took 

with them anything of any value. 
Therefore, these peoples have been left 

with nothing. You should see the looks 

of hunger on their faces. They would 

e thankful to have the garbage that 

oe. throw away. Eating in several mess 

halls throughout France and_ Italy, 

there were always children waiting by 

i} the garbage can for garbage that we 
were going to throw away. And then, 

\ we don’t even take time to pray be- 
fore our meals when we have an abun- 
dance of food despite rationing. 
When you eat a meal in a restaurant, 
do you take time to bow your head and 
ask grace? So many so-called Chris- 
tians have backbones like a jellyfish. 
They are afraid to stand up and show 
other people that they are Christians. 
They practice their Christian customs 
when they are in a Christian crowd, 
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but when they get out away from this 
protective environment, they just fol- 
low along with the crowd like a raft 
floating down a river. 

The story is told of a young Chris- 
tian fellow who spent a summer work- 
ing in a lumber camp with rough and 
tough lumberjacks. When he came 
back in the fall, his pastor asked him 
if it was hard to live a Christian life 
in such an environment. But the fel- 
low answered with the reply, “I didn’t 
let them know that I was a Christian.” 
Are you ashamed to be a Christian? 

Do you pray only when you are in 
trouble? So many people pray to God 
with the attitude, “O God, I need your 
help, I am in trouble.” But after the 
crisis is over, they forget about God. 
They forget that God had helped 
them. There were ten lepers cured, 
but only one of them came back to 
thank Jesus. When God helps us, let’s 
not forget to thank Him. 

We should pray whenever we feel 
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the need to commune with God. And 
of course, it is only natural to pray to 
God when we are in church and we 
can feel the presence of God. But we 
should guard our prayers in church so 
that they don’t become a habit and 
mere forms. We should think what we 
are praying, and not just mumble 
through a lot of words. 

Next, we should answer the question 
How should we pray? To answer this 
question, we should go to the book of 
Matthew and see what Jesus said con- 
cerning prayer. Matt. 6:5-7, “And 
when thou prayest, thou shalt not be 
as hypocrites: for they love to stand 
and pray in the synagogues and in 
corners of the streets, that they may 
be seen of men. Verily I say unto you, 
They have their reward. But thou, 
when thou prayest, enter into thy 
closet, and when thou hast shut thy 
door, pray to thy Father which is in 
secret; and thy Father who seeth in 
secret shall reward thee openly.” We 
should come before God in all humble- 
ness, not as hypocrites, trying to show 
off, but we should come to God as the

imaginations, and every high thing 
that exalteth itself against the 
knowledge of God, and bringing into 
captivity every thought to the obedi- 
ence of Christ; and having in a readi- 
ness to revenge all disobedience, 
WHEN YOUR OBEDIENCE is fulfilled.” 
So there is an obedience unto God yet 
to be accomplished in truth to bring 
the mighty works of God about. I’m 
convinced that imaginations on our 
part need to be broken down first 
and removed as the greatest obstruc- 
tion in our way, as a handicap to our 
obedience to God to accomplish His 
purpose in us. To imagine that our 
efforts at present are all that God ex- 
pects, and His perfect will is being 
fulfilled in us, I fear is a vain imagi- 
nation and we shall sorrowfully regret 
our failing to go deeper in the mind 
and heart of God, yes, His “perfect 


No doubt we are in His “accept- 
able will,” for He does accept our ef- 
forts, but His “perfect will,” I fear, 
goes without being accomplished. 

Do we not know, yes know, that it 
is God’s perfect will to defeat Satan 
now by healing the sick and afflicted, 
especially among His representatives 
on this earth?

notice this, the rights and privileges 
of the first-born came not upon their 
own merits, but strictly upon divine 
appointment, and such is our salva- 
tion: “By grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves, it is 
the gift of God.” Salvation, like the 
birthright, is something we receive as 
a gift, a gift we receive but not one we 
deserve. 


HE SOLD OUT CHEAPLY 


“But why did Esau sell such valu- 
ables so cheaply?” you will ask. My 
friend, he sold out cheaply for the 
same reason some of you are selling 
your birthright. His appetite was 
strong and his reason was weak. He 
had been hunting and had taken 
nothing, was very hungry and faint, 
and when he saw Jacob’s pottage, he 
craved it with an uncontrollable appe- 
tite. “Give me of that same red pot- 
tage,” he asked his brother. “I will sell 
you a dish for the birthright,” he ans- 
wered. “I hear that you think very lit- 
tle of the birthright, and now you 
have a chance of selling it away.” 
Esau begins to reason with himself, “I 
feel as if I will die, and what profit 
will this birthright be to one that is 
dead?” So he sware to Jacob, “You 
can have the birthright, only give me 
of that same red pottage.” This re- 
minds me of that man or woman 
whose appetite for sinful pleasures is 
so strong that they value those plea- 
sures more than the benefits of the 
new birth. They sell their birthright 
for a few moments of worldly pleasure. 
Yes, Esau sold out cheaply, like some 
of you, who had rather indulge your 
sensual appetite in a few moments of 
pleasures, smoking cigarettes, etc., 
than to have the benefits of grace. 
Some of you are selling your birth- 
right for a little carnal pride that goes 
along with the latest styles and fash- 
ons. Rather than mortify the worldly 
pleasure of a permanent wave, some of 
you will sacrifice the power of the 
Holy Ghost. Rather than mortify your 
desire for and love of money, some 
of you will sell tobacco, that dreadful 
poison. Yes, we are living in an evil 
day, when the love of many is grow- 
ing cold. Men and women are selling 
their birthright very cheaply indeed. 
But don’t forget this, all these world- 
ly pleasures are but for a moment, and 
then you will give an account before 
God. When the man of God began to 
compare the length of this life with 
the unending eternity, he cried out, 
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“My days are swifter than a weaver’s 
shuttle,” Job 7:6. 

There is another reason why Esau 
made the bargain with Jacob, and it 
is very significant. Esau knew that 
his bargain with Jacob was an oral 
agreement, and since there was no 
written contract by which to prove his 
trade, he thought that when the time 
should come for his father to present 
the blessing, that is, the double por- 
tion, he would get the blessing regard- 
less of his trade with Jacob. Now this 
reminds me of some of you who think 
you may go on living in sinful pleas- 
ures until life is far spent and then 
in the end of your days think that 
you will be saved. But, my friends, if 
you now hear the call of God and 
feel the urge to turn from sin to 
salvation, and you say, “I will not serve 
God yet, I want to enjoy the pleasures 
of sin while I am young, and after I 
am old then I will be saved,” I’m 
asking you, Is this your attitude of 
the great call of mercy? If so, I am 
afraid you’re selling your birthright. 

I want you to notice what happened 
when Isaac thought to give the dou- 
ble portion which belonged to the 
birthright. He was blind because of 
his age, and when he called for Esau, 
the first-born to come near and re- 
ceive the blessing, Jacob drew near 
and pretended that he was Esau. He 
did this designing to cheat Esau out 
of the blessing. He had already bought 
his birthright long before this, and 
now he reaches for the blessing. This 
was before Jacob’s conversion, while 
he was a supplanter, a deceiver, a 
cheat. And this reminds me of the 
devil, that arch deceiver, who is sell- 
ing some of you a few moments of 
worldly pleasure for your birthright; 
and when you come to the end of 
the way, when the last feeble steps 
are being taken, the devil will step 
in to rob you of the blessing of eternal 
life. Don’t think that you can now sell 
out to Satan and at death receive 
everlasting life, the double portion. 
Impossible! 

Isaac feels of Jacob’s arm which 
was covered with the skin of an ani- 
mal. Says he, “It has the feel of Esau’s 
arm, being very hairy, but the voice 
is as the voice of Jacob.” However, 
thinking him to be Esau, he deeded to 
him the blessing. Then came Esau 
in after this to receive the bless- 
ing. But I want you to notice he came 
too late. “Too late!” the most fear- 
ful words in all the language of heaven 
or earth. Too late! Isaac trembled 
with fear when he learned that he had 


made the mistake. The Bible says, 
“He trembled very exceedingly.” Gen. 
27:33. Can I get your attention on 
this warning? “It is a fearful thing 
to fall into the hands of the living 
God.” When Esau learned what had 
happened he cried with an exceeding 
bitter cry, and asked his father if he 
couldn’t change the bargain? Then 
God Almighty intervened and said, 
“No, the bargain shall not be changed.” 
Esau sold his birthright long ago for 
one mess of pottage. He made the 
trade with Jacob, the deceiver, and it 
will stand as it is. Sinner friend, and 
you who have backslidden on God, I 
want to tell you something just here, 
don’t think that you can bargain with 
the devil now to live in sinful pleas- 
ures, and then think that God will 
change the matter when life is far 
spent. “Remember thy Creator in the 
days of thy youth . . . while the sun, 
o rthe light, or the moon, or the stars, 
be not darkened.” Eccl. 12:1, 2. There’s 
coming a day in your life, if you per- 
sist in sin, that heaven’s light will be 
darkened. Notice the process. First, 
the sun, the greatest light, goes out. 
Then comes the twilight, a degree 
darker than the sun; then the light 
of the moon, a degree of light less 
than the twilight. After this, the light 
of the stars, lesser light than the 
moon; and, after this, total eclipse. 
O sinner, you hold the candle of your 
soul in your own hands. 

Esau sold his birthright years ago 
for one morsel of meat, and now he 
thinks to change the bargain, but it 
is too late. There is no place to re- 
pent, no way to change the bargain. 
I’m asking you tonight, you that are 
outside of Christ, will this be your 
lot? Will you now choose the pleas- 
ures of sin preferable to the saving 
grace of Jesus Christ? Will you per- 
sist in sin until life is far spent? Do 
you think that you may gratify the 
lusts of the flesh in carnal pleasures 
and then be saved on your deathbed? 
or have you been taught that if you 
should die in sin the priest may pray 
you out of hell? I warn you, and re- 
mind you, that, “It is appointed unto 
man once to die, but after this the 
judgment.” Hebrews 9:27. Please do 
not question the justice of God in 
eternal punishment; if you are lost 
it will be of your own choice. By virtue 
of the divine appointment you have 
a birthright in the blood of Jesus, and 
if you choose to sell these grand and 
eternal benefits it is your own bar- 
gain. There is a way for you to miss 
hell and the damnation thereof, and 
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how may you escape if you neglect 
this great salvation? 

After life has been spent in sinful 
pleasures, and you stand before the 
bar of divine justice, there will be no 
way to change the mind of the great 
Judge. Esau made the bargain with 
the deceiver, and God ratified it when 
he thought to change his mind. Same 
will be your position if you live in sin 
until death ushers you into the pres- 
ence of the Judge. The “I wills” of 
God’s wrath are just as holy as the 
“IT wills” of His mercy. When you 
stand before the great Judge you will 
weep with bitter tears, like Esau, but 
there will be no place of repentance. 
So I beg of you, be not so foolish as 
Esau. Turn from sin. Turn now! Think 
not to say within yourselves, “I have 
plenty of time, I will be saved later.” 
You are closer to God now than you 
will ever be again. If you neglect this 
chance of salvation, you will have less 
chance next time. You who are putting 
off salvation, some of you have been 
putting it off for a long time. You re- 
mind me of the young craigsman who 
lived in the far North. One day while 
searching for sea-bird’s eggs he let 
himself down by a large rope over the 
brow of a great precipice to a ledge 
far below. While standing on that 
ledge the rope slipped from his hands 
and swung far out over the abyss. 
“O God,” he prayed, “the rope is my 
only means of salvation.” Slowly the 
rope swung back towards him again. 
“If I miss this chance I will have less 
chance next time. The rope is closer 
to me this time than it will ever be 
again; if I miss this chance I will 
have less chance next time.” With 
fainting heart and trembling hands, 
he took hold of the rope to pull himself 
back to safety. My lost friend, the 
rope of salvation swings toward you. 
Far out over the abyss of time the 
rope of mercy swings near you. If you 
miss this chance you will have less 
chance next time. “How shall we 
escape if we neglect so great salva- 
tion?”

There are some people in the world 
who think you can be saved and no one 
will know anything about it. They 
think you can just go on as you are, 
sinning all the time. 

Oh, how dreadful just to think how 
much in darkness they are. The Lord 
would lead them out of darkness if 
they would only let Him. In Acts 13: 
38, Paul said, “Be it known unto you 
therefore, men and brethren, that 
through this man is preached unto 
you the forgiveness of sins.” Surely 
everyone ought to know if we are for- 
given of our sins we ought to quit 
sinning. We will, too, if we mean busi- 
ness with God. 

Jesus said if we come after Him 
we would have to take up our cross 
and follow Him. There are so many 
who won’t have the cross. They want 
everything so easy. Jesus didn’t have 
it*easy. He went through more than 
we will ever have to go through. He 
gave His life for us to live eternally 
and in order to accept it you will have 
to give your heart and life to Him. 

You are gaining everything by do- 


ing this—a peaceful, happy life here, 
and then life eternal with Him. But 
He demands your all or nothing. 

“I beseech you therefore, brethren, 


by the mercies of God, that ye 
present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God, which is 
your reasonable service. And be not 
conformed to this world: but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your 
mind, that ye may prove what is that 
good, and acceptable, and perfect will 
of God.” Read the twelfth chapter 
of Romans. 

“Abhor that which is evil; cleave to 
that which is good.” Friends, we 
can’t live for God and the devil at 
the same time. We have to denounce 
everything that is wrong, if we are 
to live for Jesus. 

“For the gifts and calling of God 
are withqut repentance.” “Be not 
overcome of evil, but overcome evil 
with good.” 

On the mount of transfiguration, 
the three disciples saw Moses and Elias 
in conversation with Jesus. When the 
heavenly radiance had flooded into 
the light of common day, their eyes 
could discern no man save Jesus only. 

Why ask for more? Is not the sight 
of the Master’s face sufficient? Let 
Moses and Elias go back into the deep 
shadows; let the dazzling brightness 
depart and take with it what it will, 
provided Jesus Himself is in our line 
of vision, we can go down the moun- 
tainside alone and unafraid. 

There is but one thing that we 
need to make sure of, that is that by 
lifting our eyes we can see Jesus, and 
keep Him steadily in view. It does 
not matter who else comes and goes 
amid the shifting scenes of life’s long- 
est day, provided Jesus is with us. 
Thank God, He has promised to be 
with us, even unto the end of the 
world. He promised never to leave us. 
May we never leave Him.

moved in our own lives, at various 
times, even though, at the time, we 
could not believe nor see His hand. 
Perhaps He is moving mightily in our 
favor now, this very moment. Are we 
puzzled, frightened, uncertain, 
alarmed, desperate? Are we “tempest- 
tossed” on life’s sea? Let us turn to 
Acts 27, 28, and read these great chap- 
ters again, carefully, prayerfully, be- 
lievingly. They have a message for 
such hours as so many individuals 
are passing through these wartime 
days. 

“I believe God!” Can we truly say 
these words, as Paul could? Have we 
ever thought about them? Let us do 
so now. What do we believe? What has 
God promised to do for us? Let us look 
through the Book and note some of 
the promises (2 Peter 1:4). Someone 
has estimated that there are some 
thirty-two thousand promises in the 
Word of God. Many of them are for us 
—for you and for me. But they will do 
us no good if we do not appropriate 
them by faith. We must “believe God” 
with regard to them. 


Perhaps we do not know much 
Scripture. We can always learn more. 
But probably we do know some parts 
of such familiar portions as Psalm 23 
and John 14. Re-read these carefully 
now. Note the promises which they 
contain. How many of these promises 
are for you? How many of them do 
you believe? Can you say, “I believe 
God!” with regard to these? If so, you 
can look up others. The Word is re- 
plete with precious promises to God’s 
children. 

When Paul faced that motley crowd 
of storm-tossed, weary, fasting, faint- 
ing, hopeless people that night, he did 
not try to “spread good cheer” by some 
sort of social gospel, or forced-smile 
methods. He merely proclaimed a 

ighty fact. He proclaimed his own 
aith in God, and in His infallible 
Word. Then he sealed his testimony by 
himself taking bread, giving thanks 
publicly for it, and eating. This had 
the desired effect, as we have seen. 
The people must have seen and recog- 
nized Paul’s sincerity and earnestness, 
for they too ate bread and were of 
good cheer. 

The Word of God is still powerful 
(Eph. 6:17; Heb. 4:12) today. It is still 
sharp as a two-edged sword. Used by 
a skilled servant of God, it will per- 
form mighty things in the lives of 
others. Fellow travelers, on the road 
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to eternity, are sin-sick today. It seems 
at times as if the ship is about to be 
dashed to pieces by the violent waves 
of sin that dash upon it. Christians 
alone, who know God and are aware 
of His power, love, and faithfulness in 
the past, can be calm and hopeful of 
the outcome. Christians have an op- 
portunity to help these tempest-tossed 
ones by their own living faith in a liv- 


‘ing God, and in His Word, and its 


promises. It is a time fraught with op- 
portunity to help. There are many 
ways to help. We need not be preach- 
ers in pulpits, teachers before large 
Bible classes. We need not be church 
officials. We need not be socially 
prominent nor financially successful, 
in order to help. But we do need to 
“believe God.” 

We need not go about saying these 
words, “I believe God!” There is no 
harm in doing that, either, if we mean 
it and can impress others with the 
fact. But our lives and living, our real 
faith, must match our profession, our 
declaration. This believing must be- 
come an inward, spiritual reality first. 
We must really believe Him—we must, 
first, read and know His promises— 
then believe them fully, truly. With- 
out much reading of the Book we can- 
not know them well. Here, the devil 
gets in his deadly work—he finds ways 
and means to make us “too busy” 
(even doing good things) to read 
enough of the Book. He finds many 
ways to sidetrack us when we form 
good resolutions. We must be ever on 
the alert for his underhanded tactics, 
that we may see and recognize them. 
A minister, speaking about this matter 
of believing, once put his message into 
these rather striking words: “Go off 
alone—into your backyard, closet, or 
some open field or bit of woodland— 
and cry aloud, ‘I believe God’ No, I am 
not using a mere figure of speech, I 
mean this literally. Let every demon 
in the hosts of darkness know that you 
believe that it SHALL BE even as it 
was told unto you in God’s Word—in 
spite of socialism, bolshevism, depres- 
sions, cranks, and Satan himself! 
Register before men and angels, as 
sons of the living God, our loving Fa- 
ther, this fact—‘I BELIEVE GOD.’” 


Satan ever seeks to depress Chris- 
tians. Look about you today. How 
many apparently sincere, earnest, 
hard-working Christians seem de- 
pressed, worried, harried. Modern 
conditions all tend to bring this about. 
But to some the depression seems 
deeper than to others. Everyone, these 
days, has troubles aplenty—great, 


soul-testing troubles indeed. Blessed, 
then, is the Christian who so knows 
the Word, and so believes its promises 
by faith, that he or she can cheer 
other “shipmates” in this time of 
storm, and cause them to “take bread 
and be of good cheer”! Perhaps this is 
your job, the work God wishes you to 
do. You may not be able to say the 
words audibly before me, “I believe 
God.” But you can “say” them in other 
ways—perhaps by your faith-directed 
living, your good cheer in the face of 
doubts and fears and dangers; by your 
interest in others’ troubles rather than 
telling of your own; by your faithful- 
ness in your church and other Chris- 
tian duties at a time when certain lax- 
ness might be “excusable” in the sight 
of men. There are many ways of say- 
ing, “I believe God, that it shall be 
even as it was told me.” 

And if we “believe God” when He 
says, so often in the Word, that His 
Son Jesus is coming back again (John 
14), we shall find, even in these dark 
days, a ray of divine light and hope 
that will help us say the words “I be- 
lieve God!” often and effectively. His 
coming again is perhaps the brightest 
hope which the Christian can see 
ahead in this time of darkness and un- 
certainty—but that is a bright star in- 
deed by which to be guided in our con- 
versation and conduct.
